nglish I,I1,1II, and IV. It 
sounds so simple but every 
I.C.A. student knows how in- 


clusive and demanding these seeming- 
ly simple courses really are. I.C.A. is 
especially proud of its English cur- 
riculum. From subordinate clauses to 
Cervantes, English courses at I.C.A. 
encompass a study of many various 
aspects of the English language. 

Writing and composition skills are 
heavily stressed at every level at I.C.A. 
Almost all classes test using essay 
questions, and all teachers stress writ- 
ing within their own subject areas. 
The English department realizes how 
important it is that each student be 
able to communicate her ideas, on pa- 
per, in all disciplines. Even the art stu- 
dents face semester essay exams twice 
a year! 

During the spring semester this 
year, Juniors and Seniors once again 
put those invaluable writing skills to 
the test by writing research papers. At 
the Junior level, the research paper 
combined the U.S. History and the 
English class requirements. The Sen- 
iors focused primarily on literature to- 
pics for the research papers and were 
responsible for choosing at least one 
literary work to read and then decid- 
ing what aspects of it to analyze. 


Academy alumna have found the 
writing skills they developed in high 
school prepared them well for college. 
Jennifer Heffron, currently a junior at 
the University of Chicago, and Amy

lish background at the Academy for 
their success in college. 

At the Academy, emphasis is also 
placed on the study of American and 
Western literature. Yet, the study of 
literature goes beyond the textbook. 
In order to provide students with a bet- 
ter understanding of how contempo- 
rary American and European cultures 
evolved, the Academy’s art, music and 
English Departments collaborate to 
present an in-depth study of the histo- 
ry of art, music and literature in Eu- 
rope. Although the English depart- 
ment faculty are the primary teachers, 
the music and art teachers lecture and 
demonstrate the interaction of their 
disciplines within the study of histori- 
cal literature.

Due to illness in the family, cir- 
cumstances demanded that early in 
Spring, Sister Francis Assisi take 
leave of her position as Senior English 
teacher for the rest of the year. This 
forced the Seniors to familiarize 
themselves with two more English 
teachers.

Although the Senors re- 
gretted the absence of Sister Francis, 
most feel that being taught one course 
by three different teachers was a bene- 
ficial experience. “Sister Miriam and 
Mrs. King were generous to make 
time to teach us and we got to exper- 
ience three different viewpoints and 
teaching methods,“ says Mylene Mu- 
ceno.

As you enter the sewing room, the 
overall picture of students bent over 
their machines and working diligently 
comes into focus. After closer exami- 
nation, you find there are different 
projects, fabric, and students with in- 
dividual goals. 

In Clothing I, for example, the stu- 
dents began the school year with sim- 
ple projects and common seams in or- 
der to preapre them for making a gar- 
ment to wear such as a top, skirt, and 
shorts. 

The Clothing II students blend new 
skills with old ones, as they make a 
three-piece matching outfit and work 
with plaid. 

Just above the sewing room, an-

other type of creative expression takes 
place in the art classes. 

Art I students build their skills and 
learn new techniques by doing several 
pencil drawings and a variety of face 
views. They also learn to mix colors by 
making their own color wheel. 

Art II students leave the face as the 
main focal point as they do figure 
drawings and sketch live models. They 
also make color theory charts to be 
used in geometric designs, and start 
wood illustrations in pen and ink. 

For one month Art III students con- 
entrate on calligraphy, then move on 
to water colors and paper sculptures. 
Art IV students perfect their calligra- 
phy skills ans experiment with oil 
acrylic paints. 

Miss Burrough’s goal for her stu- 
dents is to learn the different tech- 
niques, but to also be creative. As she 


explains, “You have good technique, 
but being creative is really what 
makes a good artist.”” When asked at 
the end of first semester, Ms. Bur- 
roughs was pleased with the sixty-six 
students taking art. “They’re good 
kids.” 

At period 4 in the sewing room, a 
class of four housing students learn a 
wide variety of the many aspects of 
housing. 

They begin the semester course by 
learning the reasons why we need 
housing. Next, using some of the basic 
principals of art, they learn about de- 
sign, decorating, and furnishing. They 
also explore various house styles and 
learn how they have evolved, and are 
usually a product of their environ- 
ment. 

To apply their knowledge, housing 
students take several educational field 
trips. They go to three building sites, 
each in a different stage in develop- 
ment, and view the blueprints, and talk 
to the workmen at each site. To learn 
about design and decorating, they 
traveled to Walsman’s kitchen and 
Bath and Pulskamp’s Carpeting. In 
addition, they visited Hillendale Com- 
mons to learn about and see a planned 
community. 

They also pick out house plans, 
make a scale drawing, and “furnish” 
and “decorate” it using actual carpet, 
wallpaper, and tile samples. The other 
requirement is to shop around for a 
certain appliance going to three dif- 
ferent stores, and looking at the fea- 
tures of three different models. 

Housing, Sewing, and Art, are very 
similar because they use self-expres- 
sion, encourage the student to be cre- 
ative, and to explore new alternatives, 
but each is unique in their own way 
and concentrates on a different aspect 
of artistic expression.
